Tells of His Visit To 
Coffee’s Vetch Fields 


—)— 

On the last day of Mavch, T 
had. the pleasure of spending 
the day in Coffee County with 
Mr. Arnold, your County Agent 
Most’ of our time was spent in 
studying the results that have 
been obtained with vetch in 
your county. | want to take 
this opportunity to congratu- 
late the farmers of Coffee 
County on the splendid start 
that they have made with vetch 
and to urge them to continue 
the good work that they have 
so Well started. 

{ want also to make some 
suggestions to vetch growers 
that may help them in hand- 
ling their crop. First, we 
should remember that vetech 
makes its most rapid growth at 
this season of the year. During 
the winter it grows slow, and 
makes a small showing. But 
during the last of March and 
through April, the rate of 
growth is very rapid. There- 
fore it is important not to plow 
it under so early that we do 
not get the full value of the 
crop. If we remember that 
vetch will make more growth 
between the 20th of March and 
the 15th of April than it makes 
all winter up to the 20th of 
March, we can easily see why 
it should not be plowed under 
too early. I am urging you, 
therefore, not to plow up your 
vetch before about the middle 
of April. Where the crop has 
bean heavily grazed, or has not 
started very well. It might be 
well to leave it until the 20th 
or even the 25th of April be- 
foye turning it under. Some- 
times farmers who have good 
vetch are inclined to leave it 
late so as to make a big: crop. 
This is almost as bad as turn- 
ing it too early. A good rule 
to follow is to turn the vetch 
under when you get a growth 
that is 14 to 16 inches high, no 
matter what the date may be 
If we leave it alone until it 
makes this much growth, we 
may feel sure that we have 
enough nitrogen to make a 
good crop of corn or cotton. 


Corn is the best crop to plant 
after vetch. Of course cotton 
may be planted after it, but it 
is best to use corn until] we have 
had more experience with the 
crop, and know more about 
handling it. When corm is 
Planted after vetch, planting 
should not be done until about 
two weeks after the vetch is 
plowed under. This delay is 
needed on account of the dam- 
age that is frequently done by 
bud worms if the corn is plant- 
ed right away after the vetch 
is plowed under, You will see 
that this brings corn planting 
after vetch to about the first of 
May, which is a good planting 
time. Corn planted after vetch 
makes a heavy and very fast 
growth. Under such  condi- 
tions, corn will silk and tassel 
in about 65 days after planting. 
If planted around the first of 
May, silking will start about 
the fourth of July, which is 
about the rainyest part of the 
summer and hence, is a good 
period for growing corn. 

To those as handle their 
vetch as here advised, let me 
suggest that you put no fer- 
tilizer of any kind to your corn. 
I know that many of us do not 
feel ‘safe in following this ad- 
vice, but it is right, neverthe- 
less. Fertilizer that is applied 
to corn that is planted after a 
good crop of vetch is wasted 
fertilizer, This is more easily 
understood when we remember 
that a good crop of vetch plow- 
ed in will add more nitrogen 
than will 400 pounds of nitrate 
of soda. 

We may boil this all down as 
follows: (1) Do not plow up 
the vetch until it is 14 to 16 
inches high. (2) Plant corn 
about 2 weeks after turning the 
vetch under. (3) Do not ap-
